U. S. strength in Vietnam was 
at a peak of 543,400 men a year 
ago, in April 1969.

A Unless a boy is obnoxiously 


persistent, a girl can avoid 
kissing without being "stuffy" 
or offending the boy. She can be 
pleasant about it, saying that 
kisses are for someone special 
— and, of course, on a first date 
they just don't know each other 
that well. 
Boys have more 


respect for a girl who doesn't 
kiss every boy who comes along. 


Q 
(Boys* When I've dated a 


girl two or three times, how can 
I tell whether she would object 
to a goodnight kiss? 


A. When a girl acts reluctant 


to leave you, when she lingers in 
the car or at the door, chances 
are she is interested in a 
goodnight kiss. 


Q. After having several dates 


with a wonderful girl I am 
completely nuts about her. She 
is for me — and forever! I told 
her this, but while she likes me 
very much, she doesn't like the 
idea of going steady.

A. Be fair with the boy, tell 
him exactly how you feel.

Nixon Farm Bill Still Not Out Of Woods 


By ROBERT A. HUNT 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House Agriculture Committee 
and the Nixon administration 
have been wrestling for months 
over a general farm bill but still 
aren't out of the woods. 


Unresolved issues include 


cotton, wheat and feed grains, 
land retirement, a 
payment 


limitation and whether to 
combine or split off a food stamp 
program with work restrictions. 


The committee, which began 


working on the package last 
June, has come to general terms 
on sections dealing with wool 
and dairy products, sale of 
surplus commodities abroad 


and the food stamp proposal 


At the moment, cotton seems 


to be the biggest hangup. 


There is no clear indication 


when all the pieces will fall 
together. 


The present program, enacted 


in 1965, sets voluntary controls 
and price supports for key farm 
commodities. It expires at the 
end of the year. 


One feature certain to spark a 


House fight is the payment 
limitation. The House twice 
before has voted a $20,000 limit 
on total payments to farmers for 
wheat, feed grains and cotton 
only to see it dumped in con- 
ferences with the Senate. 


The Nixon administration now 


has proposed a sliding scale 
limitation with a maximum of 
$110,000 for one person per year 
on one crop. There is no 
payment limitation now. 


A three-year program for all 


crops involved which would run 
from 1971 to 1973 now is being 
considered by the panel which in 
earlier stages was working on a 
proposal designed to make them 
permanent. 


The House panel's sessions 


began with hearings last July 
but Secretary' of Agriculture 
Clifford M. Hardin told them he 
wasn't ready then to talk about 
farm legislation. 


Farm organizations got their 


day in court and committee 
members began a series of 
informal meetings with Hardin 
and top departmental aides.

What About Some 'Trade Peace' 


(From the Christian Science Monitor) 


Men have heard much over the years about "trade wars." 


They have heard little or nothing about "trade peace." Yet there is 
almost certainly more reason to believe, particularly today, that 
trade between nations promotes peace more than it does war. 


The modern world is an increasingly knit-together thing. And 


of the skeins of that knitting, none are stronger, more influential 
and more pervasive than international trade. Such trade gives a 
community of interest between nations which works for the overall 
unity of the world. This is true even though there still exists areas of 
trade rivalry which remain potential sources of danger. 


Thus there is more than merely economic interest in the extent 


to which there is an increasing meshing of trade between East and 
West Europe. Take, as an example, this year's new trade 
agreement between the Soviet Union and Italy, which provides for 
a very considerable jump in both goods and their cost. Particularly 
signifant is the fact that by 1973 Russia will be furnishing the Italian 
pipeline network with six billion cubic meters of methane gas from 
Siberia and the Ukraine. 


This will flow to Italy in a pipeline now being laid across 


Eastern Europe and Austria. With this additional gas supply some 
of Italy's largest concerns and most successful moneymakers will 
be enabled to expand their output. 


This Italian-Russian deal is but one of many which are in- 


creasing the contacts and interdependence between the Communist 
countries to the east and the various Western European lands. 


There used to be great fear that, if Country X became too 


dependent upon Country Z's supplies, the former might find its 
independence jeopardized. This may be true where small lands are 
concerned, but hardly with the larger European nations. Indeed, 
such trade with the West is increasingly needful for a Soviet Union 
whose own economic growth has slowed down drastically in recent 
years. 


Although trade alone cannot guarantee peace between nations, 


it does produce that important, if intangible, feeling of mutual 
dependence and mutual self-interest which binds nations, as well as 
men, 
together. 


Nof High Labor Cost 


Congressman John V. Tunney, campaigning for Senator 


George Murphy's seat, said in Sacramento last week that high cost 
of labor isn't the farmers' principal difficulty. Rather, he declared, 
it is the increasing inability to get a decent price for their goods. 


It's "restrictive and reckless" federal farm policies that are 


the cause of the farmers' troubles, Tunney insisted, and he said 
they are in the worst financial squeeze since the great depression.

Indeed, every winter since he 


entered the Senate in 1963, the 
Bayhs have taken a 
free 


vacation in the sun, staying at 
the Hilton Plaza or Eden Roc, 
both winter hangouts for the 
mink-and-sable crowd. 


The Hilton Plaza's private 


records show not only that the 
clean-cut Hoosier Senator got 
his $60-a-day rooms free but that 
the hotel also absorbed the $209 
bill he ran up for incidental 
expenses. 
These included a 


number of meals, phone calls, 
use of the rooftop solarium and a 
$30 item the Senator says he 
can't remember picking up at 
the hotel men's shop. 


Yet he is the same Birch Bayh

"Mike" Sperling, a 71-year-old 
retired Indiana industrialist, 
whom Bayh called his "political 
godfather." 


"I suppose I have a closer 


relationship 
with 
Mike 


Sperling," said Bayh, "than I 
have with anyone outside my 
family." 


The Senator could not explain 


why the hotel records showed 
that the management, 
not 


Sperling, picked up the tab for 
his stay. 


"All I know," he said, "is that 


Mike said come on down and be 
my guest. It has been the same 
thing every year. We just sort of 
have a rendezvous and talk 
about politics." 


Reached by this column in 


Indianapolis, Sperling said the 
hotel apparently had put Bayh 
up for free but had billed him 
(Sperling) for the Senator's 
incidental expenses. 


"If the Senator's stay was 


complimentary," said Sperling, 
"it was complimentary to me." 
This was corroborated by Ar- 
thur Franza, one of the hotel 
owners, after he had compared 
notes with Sperling. 


Franza 
couldn't explain, 


however, why the hotel's 
itemized copy of the bill for 
Bayh's room not only 
was 


marked "Comp.," meaning 
complimentary, but the ad- 
ditional billing for incidentals 
was marked "ABP"—indicating 
it was to be charged to the 
hotel's advertising, business and 
promotion account. Normally, 
an "ABP" bill is written off as a 
public relations expense.

Clark Mollenhoff quietly began 
checking into Moorer's handling

nheiter, 
because 
of 
his 


aggressiveness 
in Vietnam 


waters, 
upset some 
crew 


members aboard the picket ship 
Vance. Too hastily he was given 
a summary dismissal, which 
was endorsed up the line of 
admirals all the way to Moorer. 


Capt. Richard Alexander, 


commander of the battleship 
New Jersey, felt Arnheiter had 
received a raw deal. He put his 
career on the line and raised his 
voice in protest. For his pains, 
he was hauled before Moorer, 
who chewed him out for em- 
barrassing the Navy. 


Although Alexander was one 


of the Navy's most promising 
officers, he was transferred, 
posthaste, to an obscure desk 
job in the Boston Navy Yard. 


Admiral Moorer, bemedalled 


for bravery, cool in a crisis, put 
loyalty to his fellow admirals 
ahead of simple justice. 
He 


belongs to that closed clique of 
senior 
officers 
who band 


together to protect one another. 


The shabby treatment of 


Arnheiter and Alexander is 
responsible, in part, for the low 
morale that afflicts the Navy, 
causing junior officer* to leave 
the service as soon ay their basic 
commitment 
expires. 
The 


situation became so critical 
among the submarine corps last 
year that the Navy was com- 
pelled to offer a $15,000 bonus to 
young officers who would agree 
to stay for an additional tour. 


Through decades of gunboat 


diplomacy, two world wars and 
a host of small crises, the 
Navy's reputation has gone 
virtually unblemished. Now, 
however, with the Russians 
challenging us for supremacy on 
the oceans, there is strong 
evidence of dry rot in the Navy's 
timbers. 


During the past few years, the 


U.S. 
Navy has suffered a series 


of practical and 
political 


disasters. More than 70 have 
been documented, ranging from 
the loss of the nuclear sub- 
marines Thresher and Scorpion 
to the disastrous accidents 
aboard the carriers Forrestal 
and Enterprise. 


The evidence is persuasive 


that the Navy has become 
burdened with old men, old 
concepts and old techniques. 
The promotion of Admiral 
Moorer to the nation's top 
military post is not reassuring.

I have a letter from a gen- 


tleman in Florida which com- 
municates the sense of the 
political situation in parts of the 
country, and which I feel 
otherwise obliged to reproduce 
having frequently reproduced 
fragments of black fanaticism 
on the left. I relay the whole of 
it, transcribing even the spelling 
errors not because one takes 
pleasure in documenting the 
illiteracy of the unpretentious, 
but because the purpose here is 
to communicate not only content 
but also flavor. 


The letter is from Orlando, 


Florida, and comes in without 
salutation, getting directly to 
the point: 


"I read your column on the

Well I want 
you to know we are going to win 
this battle and no thank to you. I 
bet you get paid pretty good to 
think like you do. I had rather 
live in poverty than to be a 
heathern like you. You said the 
Wallace backer are hater you 
are not nothing but a filthy liar. 
The Wallace people will finely 
take over this country and that 
is why you are crying so. But 
don't shed any tears for me. 
Because I won't have any for 
you at no time or place. God is 
giving us the power to move 
forward. And there is no place 
for evil in this great move. 
Especially you." 


The writer gives his name and 


address, and supplies a post- 
script, "Put this in your column 
if you got guts enough."

denounces those who call him a 
hater in language that proves 
him to be one — is regularly 
spotted in the high-flown prose 
of the intellectual mighty.

which absolutely 


excludes dialogue.

Professor Arthur Schlesinger, 
Jr. sought to assert his belief in 
the free exchange of opinion by 


doing his own best to prevent 
such an exchange of opinion. It 
is a very very common in- 
tellectual vice.

Ask Broadcasters Help 


President Nixon has asked the 


nation's radio and television 
broadcasters to use 
their 


tremendous influence to halt the 
drug trend. One cannot com- 
mend this suggestion highly 
enough. 


For their part, the broad- 


casters seem ready for the 
suggestion. During the week at 
the convention of the National 
Association of Broadcasters in 
Chicago, they had themselves in 
many sessions stressed the 
timeliness and need of a strong 
antidrug posture. 


Specific suggestions of what 


radio and TV could do were first 
raised a couple of days earlier in 
Chicago by Herbert G. Klein, the 
administration's director of 
communications. Among them: 


— Spot announcements like 


those the networks, and local 
stations have aired to fight 
cigarette smoking. 


— A series "in which the 


narcotics problem could be 
covered just as well as any other 
illness." 


Of course, the most effective 


way for the broadcast media to 


mount an offensive against 
drugs is not simply through ads 
and situation programs, though 
these could be useful. It is rather 
by persistent, thorough scrutiny 
of the drug scene in news and 
documentary coverage. Nothing 
will more quickly bring what 
some experts are calling a drug 
epidemic under control than to 
expose the illusiveness of the 
euphoria which drugs promise, 
and the often tragic con- 
sequences of giving them a try. 


Actually, there already is 


something of a counteroffensive 
against drugs going on at the 
moment. Many school systems 
around the United States are 
having former addicts — often 
still of school age themselves — 
talk to gatherings of youngsters. 
The printed media have been 
exploring the impulse behind the 
so-called 
drug culture 
in 


America and •broad as well as 
recording the new monthly 
estimates of how many drug 
users there are. This is all 
helpful. 


But the counteroffensive must 


be as broad as possible.

Are all forms of leukemia 


fatal? Can it be considered as 
a cancer and what new treat- 
ment* are hopeful?

Dear Mrs. I: Leukemia has 


been called a. cancer of the 
blood, mostly because certain 
cells run wild and invade nor- 
mal body tissue. Actually there 
is a technical distinction but 
both are malignant and dan- 
gerous diseases. 


There are many different 


kinds of leukemia; 
tv.-o of 


which are the most important 
forms. There is a myeloid and 
a lymphatic type. The signs 
and symptoms are somewhat 
different but the distinction 
is made by the complex micro- 
scopic 
examination 
of 
the 


blood. Some cases of leukemia 
have been kept in an arrested 
state for many, many years. 
They pass through a time of 
marked activity and then into 
a period of remission. There 
is no universal law about the 
behavior of this serious dis- 
order of the blood cells. 


Viruses have been incrimin- 


ated as the cause in some cat>- 
es. But this, too. does not ap- 
ply to all forms. Leukemia, 
undoubtedly, is a highly dan- 
gerous 
condition 
but 
hope 


must not be abandoned. 


Scientific studies are pro- 


gressing 
toward 
a 
better 


knowledge of the 
cause of 


leukemia and its eventual con- 
trol. Scientific teams that took 
years to coordinate in the bat- 
tle against leukemia are too 
often destroyed by the lack of 
money to continue. It is al- 
ways a paradox to realize that 
money is the single ingredient 
that can bring us, or deny us, 
the eventual control of this 
malignant condition.

What About Some 'Trade Peace 


(From the Christian Science Monitor) 
Men have heard much over the years about “ trade wars.” 
They have heard little or nothing about "trade peace." Yet there is 
almost certainly more reason to believe, particularly today, that 
trade between nations promotes peace more than it does war 


The modem world is an increasingly knit-together thing And 
of the skeins of that knitting, none are stronger, more influential 
and more pervasive than international trade. Such trade gives a 
community of interest between nations which works for the overall 
unity of the world. This is true even though there still exists areas of 
trade rivalry which remain potential sources of danger. 


Thus there is more than merely economic interest in the extent 
to which there is an increasing meshing of trade between East and 
West Europe. Take, as an example, this year’s new trade 
agreement between the Soviet Union and Italy, which provides for 
a very considerable jump in both goods and their cost. Particularly 
signifant is the fact that by 1973 Russia will be furnishing the Italian 
pipeline network with six billion cubic meters of methane gas from 
Siberia and the Ukraine. 


This will flow to Italy in a pipeline now being laid across 
Eastern Europe and Austria. With this additional gas supply some 
of Italy’s largest concerns and most successful moneymakers will 
be enabled to expand their output. 


This Italian-Russian deal is but one of many which are in­ 
creasing the contacts and interdependence between the Communist 
countries to the east and the various Western European lands. 


There used to be great fear that, if Country X became too 
dependent upon Country Z’s supplies, the former might find its 
independence jeopardized This may be true where small lands are 
concerned, but hardly with the larger European nations. Indeed, 
such trade with the West is increasingly needful for a Soviet Union 
whose own economic growth has slowed down drastically in recent 
years. 


Although trade alone cannot guarantee peace between nations, 
it does produce that important, if intangible, feeling of mutual 
dependence and mutual self-interest which binds nations, as well as 
men, together.

Before President Nixon an­ 
nounced

Moorer’s appointment as the 
new Joint Chiefs’ chairman, 
White House troubleshooter 
Clark Mollenhoff quietly began 
checking into Moorer’s handling 
of the controversial Arnheiter 
case. 
In 1967, Lt. Cmdr. Marc A r­ 
nheiter,

Vance. Too hastily he was given 
a summary dismissal, which 
was endorsed up the line of 
admirals all the way to Moorer.

He put his 
career on the line and raised his 
voice in protest 
For his pains, 
he was hauled before Moorer, 
who chewed him out for em­ 
barrassing the Navy. 
Although Alexander was one 
of the Navy’s most promising 
officers, he was transferred, 
posthaste, to an obscure desk 
job in the Boston Navy Yard. 
Admiral Moorer, bemedalled 
for bravery, cool in a crisis, put 
loyalty to his fellow admirals 
ahead of simple justice.

together to protect one another. 
The shabby treatment of 
Arnheiter and Alexander is 
responsible, in part, for the low 
morale that afflicts the Navy, 
causing junior officers to leave

year that the Navy was com­ 
pelled to offer a $15,000 bonus to 
young officers who would agree 
to stay for an additional tour.

I have a letter from a gen­ 
tleman in Florida which com­ 
municates 
the sense of 
the 
political situation in parts of the 
country, and which I feel 
otherwise obliged to reproduce 
having frequently reproduced 
fragments of black fanaticism 
on the left.

Specific suggestions of what 
radio and TV could do were first 
raised, a couple of days earlier in 
Chicago by Herbert G. Klein , the 
administration’s director of 
communications. Among them: 
— Spot announcements like 
those the networks, and local 
stations have aired to fight 
'Cigarette smoking,. 
— A series “in which 'the 
narcotics problem could be 
covered just as well as any other 
illness “ 
Of course, the most effective 
way for the broadcast media to 


mount an offensive against 
drugs is not simply through ads, 
and situation programs, though 
these could be useful. It is rather 
by persistent, thorough scrutiny 
of the drug scene in news and 
documentary coverage. Nothing 
will more quickly bring what 
some experts are calling a drug 
epidemic under control than to' 
'expose 'the illusiveness of the 
euphoria which drugs promise, 
and the often tragic con­ 
sequences of giving them a try.

Travels Long Way To 
Olympic Trapshoot

HILLSBORO, Ore. (AP) — 


How does a kid from a small 
town in Oregon grow up to 
become an Olympic trap- 
shooting silver medalist? 


Ask Tom Garrigus. Having 


the coordination of a born 
athlete isn't enough. Even being 
exposed to shooting as a family 
activity since he was no taller 
than his dad's shotgun didn't do 
it. 


"You have to want something 


badly enough to be willing to 
work at it diligently," said the 
personable 23-year-old who is 
the mid-west representative for 
Krieghoff 
skeet and 
trap 


shooting guns. 


"No matter how much natural 


talent an athlete may possess, 
he has to train by practicing 
constantly so that his reflexes 
respond quickly. When I was on 
the Air Force trap team, we 
used to shoot two or three hours 
every day. My right shoulder is 
about three-eighths of an inch 
larger than my left." 


When he entered the Air Force 


in November, 1965, Tom already 
had enough awards to mark him 
a top-notch shooter. 


So where did the Air Force 


assign this skilled marksman? 
With the logic that escapes all 
but the big brass in the Pen- 
tagon, they sent him to a radio 


school in Biloxi. 


After 
completing 
the 


Mississippi stint, Garrigus had 
39 days leave before reporting to 
San Francisco as a radio 
operator. He had learned, that 
the Air Force trap team would 
be competing in Reno during 
this time. 


He went to Reno that spring of 


'66, entered the Golden West 
Grand trap shoot, and soon after 
began the remaining three and a 
half years of his Air Force duty 
as part of the team. 


"I'm usually pretty calm in 


competition, but while awaiting 
the shoot in the 1968 Olympics in 
Mexico City, that was the most 
nervous I've ever been in my 
life. It's what you've always 
waited for. Suddenly it's there, 
all the beans in one bag. For- 
tunately, the nervousness left 
me after I started the first 
round." 


Out of 200 targets, English- 


man John Braithewaite won the 
gold medal with 198. Garrigus 
scored 196, but so did a Russian 
and an East German. The three 
entered a shoot-off. Tom tied 
with the German, both breaking 
25 x 25, but in the second shootoff 
Tom's 25 x 25 won the silver 
medal. "I guess that had to be 
the greatest thrill I've ever 
experienced."

Jones, 40, got Mustang back 
into the winner’s circle by 
taking the first event in the 1970 
Trans-American 
series 
for 
sporty sedans at Monterey, 
Calif. Ford’s pony car won the 
Trans-Am manufacturer’s title 
in 1966 and 1967 but gave way to 
the General Motors Cam aro in 
1968 and 1966. 
Mark Donohue, whose road 
course driving skill carried 
Cam aro to victory the last two 
years, switched to an American 
Motors Javelin earlier this year 
and wheeled one of them to a 
second place finish behind Jones 
— in the same lap but 40 seconds 
in the rear. 
Jones' average speed for the 
114 laps over the 1.9-mile 
Laguna Seca course was a 
record 91.375 miles per hour 
Foyt, who is counted among 
auto racing’s millionaires along 
with Jones, won a 200-mile race 
for United States Auto Club 
stock cars at Phoenix, Ariz., 
beating another veteran, Roger 
McCluskey, across the finish 
line by one second. 
Foyt, one of Ford’s most 
prolific winners over the years, 
trailed the 37-year-old Mc­ 
Cluskey for 134 of the 200 laps 
over the one-mile oval before 
beating the 
leader by six 
seconds on a pit stop to grab an 
advantage he never gave up. 
Petty, at 32 
the winningest 
driver ever in Southern stock 
car racing, breezed to an easy 
victory in the 250-mile Gwyn 
Staley Memorial at North 
Wilkesboro, N. C. 
Starting 16th in a field of 30 
after 
encountering 
engine 
trouble on the first day of 
qualifying, 
Petty 
got 
his 
Plymouth around the early 
pacesetters Bobby Isaac and 
Lee Roy Yarbrough on the 52nd 
lap and never was headed. 
Isaac’s Dodge finished second, 
just over a lap behind, while 
Yarbrough’s Ford was third, 
two laps back. 
It was Petty’s 104th career 
victory. The 96,025 winner’s 
check brought his lifetim e 
winnings to more than $700,000. 
The final hour and a half of the 
race was carried live by the 
ABC television network.

They completed the turnabout 
Sunday night in Los Angeles by 
exploding in the fourth quarter 
for a 133-114 triumph over the 
Hawks. 
In the American Basketball 
Association division semifinal 
playoffs, Indiana took a 2-0 lead 
over Carolina with a 103-98 
victory at Indianapolis, the New 
York Nets moved ahead of 
Kentucky 2-1 with a 125-120 
victory over Denver. 
The Knicks moved to a 20- 
point halftime lead, but had to 


survive a scare in the third 
period when the Bucks pulled 
within two points with 16 
straight points.

HILLSBORO, Ore. (AP) — 
How does a kid from a small 
town in Oregon grow up to 
become 
an 
Olympic 
trap- 
shooting silver medalist? 
Ask Tom Garrigus 
Having 
the coordination of a 
bom 
athlete isn’t enough. Even being 
exposed to shooting as a family 
activity since he was no taller 
than his dad’s shotgun didn’t do 
it. 
“You have to want something 
badly enough to be willing to 
work at it diligently,” said the 
personable 23-year-old who is 
the mid-west representative for 
Krieghoff 
skeet 
and 
trap 
shooting guns 
“No matter how much natural 
talent an athlete may possess, 
he has to train by practicing 
constantly so that his reflexes 
respond quickly. When I was on 
the Air Force trap team, we 
used to shoot two or three hours 
every day. My right shoulder is 
about three-eighths of an inch 
larger than my left.” 
When he entered the Air Force 
in November, 1965, Tom already 
had enough awards to mark him 
a top-notch shooter. 
So where did the Air Force 
assign this skilled marksman? 
With the logic that escapes all 
but the big brass in the Pen­ 
tagon, they sent him to a radio

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school in Biloxi. 
After 
completing 
the 
Mississippi stint, Garrigus had 
39 days leave before reporting to 
San Francisco as a radio 
operator. He had learned, that 
the Air Force trap team would 
be competing in Reno during 
this time. 
He went to Reno that spring of 
’66, entered the Golden West 
Grand trap shoot, and soon after 
began the remaining three and a 
half years of his Air Force duty 
as part of the team. 
“I’m usually pretty calm in 
competition, but while awaiting 
the shoot in the 1968 Olympics in 
Mexico City, that was the most 
nervous I’ve ever been in my 
life. It’s what you’ve always 
waited for. Suddenly it’s there, 
all the beans in one bag. For­ 
tunately, the nervousness left 
me after I started the first 
round.” 
Out oí 200 targets, English­ 
man John Braithewaite won the 
gold medal with 198. Garrigus 
scored 196, but so did a Russian 
and an East German. The three 
entered a shoot-off. Tom tied 
with the German, both breaking

ROCHESTER, Minn. (AP) - 


Judge Harry A. Blackmun, a 
third-round choice for the 
Supreme Court's empty seat, 
acknowledges his personal 
views against the death penalty 
may toss the Senate into a new 
tempest. 


"This will be a matter of 


grave concern, I suppose, to 
some senators," the soft-voiced 
judge said. 


Blackmun, in a 
private 


weekend interview with The 
Associated Press, said he would 
not be surprised if someday, 
perhaps even this year, the 
court might overturn the death 
penalty as unconstitutionally 
cruel. 


But the judge, who has upheld 


death sentences legally even 
while disagreeing with them 
personally

decisions, did not indicate which 
way he might sway when the 
crucial issue comes before the 
nation's highest court.
